GENTLEMEN :—As the schools were in the summer and autumn 
under the superintendence of the Rev. E. D. Eldredge, and as I 
have examined them, only in the winter term, you will make some 
allowance for the imperfections of my report.

A large number of families in this section of the district have no 
children to send to school, which accounts for the small number 
mentioned in the report. 


From what I have learned of the management of our schools dur- 
ing the past year, it seems to be highly creditable to everyone of the 
teachers. ‘The order in the schools and outside, the improvement of 
the pupils in their various studies, the sympathy, kindness and re- 
spect between the teachers and scholars, should albbe gladly remem- 
bered by the friends of education. 


It is pleasant and encouraging to see the endeavors of the people — 


in the North District, give a playground to the children, and also 
to decorate it with ornamental shade trees. Every year as the 
ground becomes smoother and the trees grow more strong and beau- 


tiful, they will not only make the ass9ciations of the school pleasant, — 


but awaken thoughts and feelings which will refine and enoble the 
lives of the young. 

It is with great pleasure that I mention two new and beautiful 
school houses in the South District which have been built during the 
past year. ‘These houses are so well finished. and so well furnished, 
that they should never be defaced nor injured by anyone, through 
ignorance or thoughtlessness; but should always be treated with 
_ great care andrespect. Their friends should improve their grounds 
with good fences, and set out trees and shrubs which will render 
them more delightful and attractive to the children ; and even give 
to the stranger better impressions of the section though which he 
passes. Such improvements as these, not only tend to keep good 
people in the town, but to draw in those from other places who 
would do the most for its welfare. 


From what I can learn on the question of abolishing school dis- 
tricts, I must conclude that while it may be beneficial in some towns 
where there are a large number of schools, it cannot improve the 
condition of schools with us. Its agitation might lead to uapleasant 
controversies, while its adoption would not be more beneficial 
than our present system. The town has now better school houses 
than it ever had before, our schools are excellent, and we should feel 


new confidence in their improvement.
